MISCELLANEOUS. 

The secretary of the treasury has in- 
structed the assistant treasurer of New York 
to sell 91, 000.000 gold, on each Thursday dur- 
ing July. 

A Washington dispatch states Col. H. 
C. Whiteley, chief of the secret service, has 
not resigned, but has demanded a thorough 
investigation, which lias been granted. 

The attorney-general has decided that 
the state of Nebraska is not entitled to five 
per cent, upon the value of tho reservations 
for Indian tribes in that sta:<-. & 

Secretary Bristow lias ordered «ut 
advertisements be made immediately n™n 1 
the principal cities for proposals for the pub- 
lic cartage of merchandise in the custody of 
the government. 

Admiral Polo DeBaruabe, theMJpan- 
ish minister at Washington, lias sai^ fOX 
Spain. It is said the admiral has been elected 
by the Serrano government to resume bis posi- 
tion in the Spanish navy. 

The president has appointed Jackson 
E. Sickles and Paul A. Herbert to the board of 
commissioners to investigate and report a j»er- 
maiient plan for the reclamation for the allu- 
vial basin of the Mississippi river s .bject to 
inundation. 

Hon. Marshall Jewell, the minister at 
St. Petersburg, has accepted, by cable, the 
postmaster generalship. Marshall, the first 
assistant postmaster-general, will lie appointed 
to serve until the arrival of Jewell. 

The customs receipts for June are 
larger than during June, 1S73. There is also 
an improvement in the internal revenue re- 
ceipts. The public debt statement on the 1st 
of July wdl show a slight decrease. The gov- 
ernment will pay *22,000,000 gold for the 
July interest. 

Charles I. Couant, of New Hamp- 
shire, present chief of tho warrant division 
of the treasury department, has been appoint- 
ed by the president, assistant secretary of the 
tieasnry vice Sawyer, resigned. Conant has 
been a clerk in the warrant division of the 
treasury for nine /ears, and chief of the divis- 
ion for the last four years.

The Washington Chronicle, in an edi- 
torial upon the removal of Oen. Sheridan's 
keadquarters to 8t. Louis, says • Wo have the 
highest authority for saying that personal 
relatione between the secretary of war and tho 
general of the army are cordial and friendly, 
aud that there has beet, no open rupture. 
Oen. Sherman's removal is made at thin time 
on account of private and personal matters 
which in his judgment tinder all circumstances 
justify his course. Put it is equally true f 
had he anyduties to perform as general of the 
army, ho would remain at the capital. His 
letter to the secretary of war has yet never 
Issen answered or its receipt acknowledged. 
He has BO authority, nor is his position rec- 
OjCiiized in the government of the army. Or- 
ders go from the secretary of war direct to 
the commander of troops, giving the orders 
to the companies and moving regiments of 
which he knows nothing, unless he incident- 
ally learns it in the newspaper. Con:t martials 
are ordered, the sentence reviewed and the 
punishment executed without even his knowl- 
edge. The Chronicle further remarks that it 
is due to the present secretary of war. to say 
that the orders aud present usage of the war 
department concerning the relative authority 
of the secretary of war and the general of the 
army, were determined and acted upon by bis 
predecessor iu that office, and that be has not. 
has been asserted, inaugurated any new 
trine or construction of the law. 
A Washington dispatch of the 30th 
says i The treasury department employes 
were considerably agitated in view of the an- 
ticipated reduction of the force.

A Havana letter says the misery and 
want existing in that city are great, and, aa a 
c .nsequeuce. crime has increased to a fearful 
extent, the columns of the papers being daily 
filled with assaulta and robberies. The jail is 
literally packed with crimiuals, and It is re- 
ported that the governor-general has ordered 
part of the island of Pines to be converted 
into a correctional or penal colony for traitors, 
vagrants and inoorrigiblee. and that a military 
colony will be established there. Several se- 
vere skirmiehes have of late taken place in 
Cinoo villa. 

In tha English house of commons 
Hr. Jenkins c died attention to an article in 
the Standard which declared that the policy of 
the Canadian government akued at secession 
to the United States. He asked Disraeli if 
there were any grounds for charging the Cana- 
dian government with tuch designs. Disraeli 
replied that he did not consider it the duty of 
her majesty's government to find grounds for 
the allegations contained in the annonymous 
paragraphs of a newspaper, but he wonld 
state for the benefit of the house, that the 
relation* of the Canadian and imperial gov- 
ernments were cordial and satisfactory. 

A letter from off the coast of Suma- 
tra, under date of April 10, states that the 
Atchinese, on the night of March 20, made an 
attack ou a Dutch fort, captured it, and over- 
whelmed the garrison. The loss of the Dutch

These appointments increase tho number of 
members of the commission from four, at 
which it was left by the recent resignation of 
Brunot and others, to seveu. Secretary Dela 
no will soon fill the remaining three vacancies. 

The Washin, t ;n Dispatch says^ Mr. 
< ashing. United States minister to SpWn. has 
made a peremptory demand n|>on the Spanish 
government for fnll indemnity for the Vir- 
ginius prisoners, slain by the order of Oov. 
Bnrriel, and for consequential damages, si'" 
same authority makes Secretary Rah sawliat 
the American government has made fj 
demaml, aud one quite as decided and per- 
emptory as that made by the Bri'ish govern- 
ment, for the indemnity of the lives of the 
prisoners destroyed aud the lose to their 
families. 

The decrease of immigration for the 
first six months of 1*7! shows a falling of of 
from twenty to about fifty per cent, compared 
with the corresponding mouths in ls7:t. Hie 
difference is chiefly seen in the Oerman ele- 
ment. In the sixth month of the present 
year over 82,000 immigrants arrived, and an 
unusually large proportion go directly west. 
Several ships recently arrived have been 
almost exclusively tilled with young Irish 
women, who come for the purpose of hiring 
out as housekeepers, and accordingly have 
rtlstrtlsntiMl rticmnsrlve'* In part tlircmgh ?tew 
York, but still more largely over the eaeteru 
states. 

The Pacific mail steamer Alaska, 
has arrived at San Francisco, and brings Yo- 
kohama dates to June 5. Kilo a member 
of the Japanese ministry, head of the depart- 
ment of education, had been murdered by his 
countrymen. The Japanese government is- 
sues a notice to the effect that after the 1st of 
August next the exportation of rice aud wheat 
beyond the seas will oe 'prohibited. The re- 
port of the tour of the late Japanese em- 
bassy around the world is finished aud placed 
in the hands of the censors. It will be pub- 
lished in Japanese. The Sagasake Express 
■ays, it is the evident intention of the Japa- 
nese government to annex so much of the 
Formaean territory as is not under the o»nrol 
of China. The Alaska brought 10,000 ChBeee. 
hereafter to be separately arranged by%ach 
country. 

The designation of commissioners 
made by the freedman's savings bank and 
truat company has been approved by ^e sec- 
retary of the treasury. They are Po^aster- 
General Creeswell, Dr. C. B. Parvis and L. H. 
Liepold. It is reported that some of the de- 
positors in the freedman's bank are selling 
their cash books for lees than their value, 
either from necessity or in ignorance of the 
fact that Bank Examiner Meigs, after a thor- 
ough examination of its affairs, placed the as- 
sets, deducting bad and doubtful debts, at 
ninety-three cents on the dollar.

At this distance the 
tiositive error in curvature is nearly 
sixt-seven feet ; but there is a oartial 
offset in the opposite or negative error 
of refraction.

Professor John Wise read a paper 
before the Franklin institute, Philadel- 
phia, recently, upon the above subject, 
in which he said : 

The thundergust that passed over this 
city on Monday afternoon, the 2."»th of 
May, was attended with more than the 
usual amount of electrical discharges. 
Immediatelv over the city the heavens 
were literally filled with flashes of light 
find briMiant eorrnseations of lightning. 
The cloud matter was so thoroughly 
combined, and of such great thickness, 
that the ufial echoes were not propaga- 
ted, but, instead, we bad the hoarse, 
rumbling intonations of thunder, re- 
sembling the sound of that produced by 
heavy carriages running over frozen 
ground. The thunderbolt discharges 
sounded much like the discharges of 
heavy artillery, while in smaller storms 
the sound resembles that produced by 
annul 1 arnw Wluln iu ull t i . atorniK 
there is « eentrnJ vortex, those ol flrraal 

dimensions have within their areas a 
number of vortices. In that of Monday 
last the evidence of this feature of storms 
was discernable in the uprooted trees 

in different sections of the city. These 
vortices ore so much broken and shat- 
tered in passing over a city, by the 
solid obstructions they meet in their 
whirling action, that they become com 
paratively harmless ; whereas in F' :l "' 
ing over an orchard or wood, the nm- | 
brage of the trees presents a favorable | 
condition to their impact, and many of j 
them are twisted and lifted out by the | 
roots. • 

In addition to the great number of 
thunderbolts that were discharged upon | 
the earth from the clouds, the vapor 
stratum overhead was for half an hour 
embeUiahf] with brilliant scintillations 
of electrical fire, resembling the burst- 
ing of rockets filled with white stars. 
This display of electrical pyrotechnics 
was truly sublime. Many persons 
were reported to have suffered from 
these electrical discharges, but these 
sufferings were in most cases of the 
imaginary kind, distressing enough to 
be such, but not very dangerous in their 
results. The pleasure affirded those 
who view the phenomena iu their beau- 
teous and exhilarating aspect forms 
an equivalent to those who suffer from 
them. 

The most marked aud instruc- 
tive thunderbolt brought to my notice 
was that wh'ch strtick the building of 
Mr. Kech, on the southeast corner of 
Girard avenue and Eighth street. This 
b.. idling win provided with an exten- 
sive arrangement of lightning rods It 
is gravel roofed, and around the whole 
circumference of the roof there runs 
an iron condnctor. From this horizon- 
tal iron bar there are perpendicular 
lightning rods at sixteen different equi- 
distant places. It has, in fact, sixteen 
lightning rods pointing to the clouds. 
Upon the roof and centering the avenue 
front, and about twmty feet from the 
front edge of the building, there stood 
a flag-st iff. A branch of the circumfer- 
ential conductor run across to this staff 
aud up it about twelve feet, where it 
ended and was fastened to an iron band 
around the pole. The thunderbolt, in 
disregard of the sixteen lightning rods, j 
struck the flag-staff, ami completely | 
shivered it down to within four feet of

Not Swift's Comet. 

A letter to the New York Tribune 
savs ; In the account of tho comet 
which is now attracting popular atten- 
tion, published in some of the daily pa* 
pets, Prof. Swift states that it was pre- 
viously discovered at Marseilles on the 
17th of April. Other accounts that 
have appeared during the last week also 
assert its identity with the comet. 

Unless I am very much mistaken, 
howeve ', the comet now visible is an 
entirely new object from that discov- 
ered April 17th, by Coggia, at Mar- 
seilles. The latter is now a few days 
past its perholien, and is too near the 
i suu Uf- b» viaible. Ita place in the heav- 
ens.3t the date of its discovery, by a 
curious coincidence, corresponds very 
closely with that of the present comet 
when 'first found by Prof. Swift. 

Neither can this comet be confonndea 
with the one discovered on the 11th of 
April bv Weinecke ; as the elements of 
the orbit of the latter computed by the 
writer from observations obtained on 
the 13th, 15th, and 21st of April, show 
that its perhelion passage occurred on 
March 1 4, and it is now rapidly reced- 
ing from the sun aud the earth. * 

It is nardly credible that so conspicu- 
ous object as this comet is, should not 
have been detected in Europe previ- 
ously to the 8th inst, yet I have seen no 
notice of such discovery.

A "Lightning Newspaper Train." 

The " newspaper train" between New 
York and Philadelphia will, sooner or 
later, furnish materials for a first-class 
horror. Every morning it leaves New 
York and runs at a higher rate of speed 
than has hitherto been attained on this 
continent.

Safety of A ■ «st h ktics. — If the force 
of statistics be of any value, ether ap- 
pears, beyond question, to be the safest 
sr aesthetic. By combining American 
and British data relating to this ques- 
tion, the result shows conclusively that 
chloroform is eight times as dangerous 
as ether, twice as dangerous as a mixt- 
ure of chloroform and ether, ami, as far 
as experience goes, it is more danger- 
ous than bichloride of methylene. The 
report of the London chloroform com- 
mittee, appointed to investigate this 
subject, states that not only is ethc r 
less dangerous than chloroform, but 
that with every care, and the most ex- 
act dilution of the chloroform vapor by 
the most skillful hands, the state of in- 
sensibility may pass in a few moments 
into one of imminent death.

Lead Poison. — Lead poisoning by 
means of water-pipes of that metal 
would seem to be a very unlikely hap, if 
we may believe the testimony advanced 
at a recent discussion of the matter in 
the French academy of science. It was 
there stated that only distilled water 
acts on the lead, the salts of lime in 
thereat of the snecimens preventing 
thtfrt action. M. Bclgrand read to the 
academy a memoir giving the resnlts of 
bis investigations into this subject. 
The ancient Romans employed law wa- 
ter pipes on a large scale, but yet no 
Latin medical writer says anvthing of 
lead -poisoninsr product d bv the water. 
According to M. 15 «lgrand, one-sixth of a 
grain of calcareous salts to »he quarter 
prevents the dissolution of the lead. 
He exhibited to the academy pieces of 
lead pipes which had bern in service 
from the time of Louis XIV., without 
showing any sign of eorrof-ion ; and an- 
alysis of water that has parsed through 
a long line of lead pipes showed the 
complete absence of lead. 

Os-e Cause op Poor Mortar. — The 
presence of salt in sand is very com- 
mon, and exceedingly injurious. Most 
of our great sand deposits seem to be 
of marine origin, and consequently 
contaii very perceptible traces of the 
salts that are now found in the waters 
of the ocean. Of these salts, it is the 
chlorides alone that are to be greatlv 
dreaded. Fn>m the fact that chloride 
of calcium is so very soluble and de- 
liquescent, it follows that, when it is 
mixed with mortar, the latter not onlv 
fails to harden properly, but the sur- 
fadj becomes in time all coated ovtr 
wirTi an effervescence of salts of lime, 
soda, and other bases. This gradual 
transfer of the components of the mor- 
tar from the interior of the wall to the 
exterior produoes a porous condition 
which weakeus it very much, and ren- 
ders it liable to be easily crushed. 
Moreover, the effervescence we have 
m ntioned is very nusightiy as well as 
disagreeable, from the damp condition 
in which the walls are constantly kept. 

Bai.t in Sickness. —Dr. Schudder re- 
marks j " I am satisfied that I have 
seen patients die from deprivation of 
common salt during a protracted ill- 
ness. It is a common impression that 
the food for the sick should not be sea- 
soned, and whatever slop mav be given 
it is almost innocent of this essential of 
life. In the milk diet that I recom- 
mend in sickness, common salt is used 
freely, tLe milk being boiled and given 
hot. Aud if the patient cannot take the 
usual quantity in his food, I have it 
given in his drink. This matter is so 
important that it cannot be repeated too 
often, or dwelt upon too long. The 
moBt marked e ramble of this want of 
common salt I have ever not ced has 
beeu in surgical disease, especially in 
open wonnds. Without a snppfv of 
salt the tongue would become broad, 
pallid puffy, with a tenacious, pastv 
coat, the secretions arrested, the circu- 
lation feeble, the effnsion at the point 
of inquiry serious, with an unpleasant 
watery pus, which at last

A few days of a 
free allowance of salt would change all 
this, and the patient pet along well."

The next move is 
to cool the milk, or take out the ani- 
mal heat, to about CO deg. ; then, if yon 
lave the conveniences for keeping the 
tuilk very near (50 deg., th.'re is no re- 
quired depth that the milk should be 
set, in order to secure all Che oraamj T 
J .. lies and a - - :■ "inches, 
the i suit was the same.

of smoke are two-fold: first, it is insalu- 
brious and a i ublio uiuHsnoe; tserciricl, it 
occasions a waste of fuel, and conse- 
quently of money, wliich in some cases 
is enormous, as few persons who hav. 
observed iron works, coke ovens, glass I 
works, etc., pouring forth their sootv |

But, smoke may be coloiless, and y. t * 
carry off in was.e the gaseous products j 
of combustion to a very considerable I 
extent. Many analyses have been at 
tempted to determine the amount of un- 
utilized gases contained in smoke. The I 
mean of M. Debettes experiments 
showed a loss of 9 per cent, from this 
cause, but the first of these experiments 
indicated a loss of 24 per cent. Some 
experiments made in Alsace gave a 
mean loas of 15 per oent, ; ML Ser, in a 
chimney at Thierry, got 40 per cent.

Do not put 
cold or hot water in the cream to get 
the required temperature.

Ihere may be no symptoms beyond 
drvness of the month, burn ng of the 
soles of the feet, and heat aud throbbii.* , 
ta •&«• '.-./. and these are probably duo i 
to a too acid condition of the contents I 
of the ntomach and upper part of the 
small intestines, caused generally bv 
excess in fatty and highly seasoned food, 
in fruit, and in various" wines. Sleep- 
lessness may be due to bodily and men- 
tal over-exharjation, which 'results in 
an increased flow of blood to the brain, 
consequent upon vaeo-motor paralysis. 
Again, it may be the result of mere 
habit, as in tho*e cases where there has 
been a long cause of broken rest ; it 
may be caused by persistent odors, by 
certain effluvia, by the absence of mois- 
tnrein the air of a sleeping apartment, 
or *v an improper elevation or depres- 
sion" of the lv.ad. The treatment in 
most of these cases should of course be 
direebd to the removal of the cause; 
but, when it is found necessary to give 
drugs, bromide of potassium and chloral 
hydrate are probably the best, both hav- 
ing been shown to diminish the amount 
of blood circulating through the brain.

horsemen anxious to know something of 
her oolt life, and to gratify this curios- 
ity, the ever-euterprising newspaper cor- 
respondent has pushed his way among 
the meadows where first she saw the 
light, and interviewed her owner, glean- 
ing the incidents of her eaily life with 
the same industry, and ns minutely, as 
Parton when he visiteel the early home 
of Andrew Jackson for the purpose of 
writing his life. 

It seems that the " Maid" was a way- 
ward child. From the date of her birth, 
on the farm of John B. Decker, in Wan- 
tage township, Sussex county, X. Y., in 
the spring of 1857, to the age of six 
years, she distinguished herself many 
ways, but never as a trotter. She was 
undersized, nervous, and fretful, and 
utterly refused heavy farm work. Mr. 
Decker, the owner, says he never got 
any work out of her but twice — one-half 
day iu plowing corn, and one-half day 
iu drawingstones. Oucoshe washitched 
to a harrow, but after a short distauee 
she reaied backward and entangled both 
her hind legs in the cross piece of the 
hawrow, and so injured those member* 
that when she goes out for her morning 
walks, it is said, she still shows signs of 
stiffness behind, caused by this fall in 
her early life. 

From the time she wa» two or three 
years ohl until Mr. Decker sold her at 
six, she was used as a race-horse, though 
without her owner's knowledge. The 
boys on the farm of comse, as all boys 
do, were anxious to know which was the 
speediest horse, and at an earlv day 
they found that it was the " Maid." 
And so after the "old man" had Ron- 
to bed they would take her out of the 
pasture or stable whenever a race could 
bo made up, and run her on the road 
after night. She beat everything that 
could be brought to run with her, so 
that finally none but the uninformed 
from u distance could be found to bet 
against her. These races were made up 
at th i country stores and lounging- 
places in the evening after farm work 
was over, and the race run the same 
night after the "old man" had gone to 
bej^ No training, no grooms, no jock- 
eys, n<> weight for age — just a man or 
boy iu his bare feet mounted bare- 
backed, with his toes hugging the mare's 
belly like a leech, was the style ; and 
the " Maid" no doubt enjoyed it more 
than she has some of her late races in 
the trotting ring. 

One of the most singular freaks of 
the crazy headed little mare during her 
farm life was a 1. ibit she bad of taking 
a monthly trip through the country. 
Alnjut once a month, no matte^r how 
high the iuedosure, she would break fr« m 
her pasture And go sailing over the 
neighlKiring tarrus leaping and tlyuiR 
over ftnifs, ditches, stone walls, and 
streams — throng]] fields of growing 
crops, meadows, woods, and postures, 
up st.-. p hills and down, until making a 
circuit generally of about six miles, she 
would finally land in the field from 
which she started, behaving»herself af- 
texward in a steady manner, for her, 
g { until the m xt run. The time that she 
d would he out during these trips was 
generally about forty minutes. A few 
stops by the way, to have a little gossip 
with her neighbors, probably accounted 
I for the time being as long as fortv niin- 
: ntes. 

'1 his story might be hard to believe if 
I it were not vouched for by those living 
I iu the neighborhood, who were so olte-n 
I eye- witnesses to this strange habit. 

One day, in the summer of l v ' >, two 
men were out bnying horses for the 
army, and stopped all night at Mr. 
Decker's, and in the morning bought 
the '* Maid " of him for 8900, and started 
for home, leading the mare behind them. 
On their way they met a Mr. Tomp- 
kins, who knew the little mare, and 
benight her of them for $300. The two 
men also knew her, and were aware that 
the mm had great spee d, and believed 
that she could be made a trotter, but 
were ail ling to make a hundred dollars 
by their morning's bargain. The n»xi 
day Tompkins sole! her to Aides Gold 
smith, an excellent judge of horse-flesh, 
of Bloomingsdsi Grove, Orange county,

name ot Goldsmith Maid. Hekepther 
in pretty steady training under a drive r 
uame'd William Bodiue, to whom, more 
than any other living man, should be 
awarded the credit of first bringing the 
mare out.

CHOLERA I> 1878. 

S.m. ot .he Ifa^HTof »' McClelUn'a 
I f*»M"""

We mentioned in these columns some 
weeks ago, the appointment of Dr. h.ly 
McCellau, oi the United States army, 
to investigate the cholera epidemic oi 
1873. Upon being detailed for this im- 
portant work, Dr. McClellan left imme- 
diately for the south, and after visiting 
the states of Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, and Arkansas, re- 
turned to his home in this ci'y last 
week. The work has not progressed far 
enough to justify any broad gen r 
zatious, but a few isolated facts 
from a conversation with Dr. 
may be of interest. 

It is apparent already that the inves- 
tigation will cover a much wider held 
than has been anticipated. The num- 
ber of points at whioh cholera occurred 
will be much larger than is generally 
believed. An impression has prevailed, 
for example, that the epidemic Leaped 
from New Orleans to Yicksburg ; in 
point of fact, it is found to have dotted 
both sides of the river bet.veen the two 
points, cases occurring on plantations, 
in nearly every parish, 
t ..The first recorded case of cholera in 
the United States in 1873, oocurretl in 
New Orleans, Feb. 9th. It prevaileel 
in that city during the months of Feb- 
ruary, March and £pril. Early in Msy 
it be>gan to t r iva>«iprUiward up the

of Alabama and a iso'ssippi, along the 
lines of railroads, and spread further 
north, step by step, duriug the month 
of June and July, reaching Little Rock, 
Ark., early in the latter month. 

Montgomery, Ala., by a rigid system 
of quarantine, escaped with a single 
ease of cholera ; while at Birmingham, 
in the same state, 95 miles distant, and 
connected with Montgomery by rail, 
over two hundred persons, mostly ne- 
gre;es, fell victims to the epidemic. 

The first case of cholera in Kentucky 
last, year, so far as ascertained, eiecurreil 
at raducah, May 23. 

The investigation indicates that con- 
struction hands upon railroads were 
among the most active agents \ ,\ spread- 
ing the disease. It was introduced into 
Memphis by a party of laborers on the 
Memphis and Padncah rafroad ; thence 
it was conveyed to Nashville bv convicts 
from the penitentiary, that hud been 
working upon the same road. From 
\a-h\ilie ft spread to Chattanooga and 
Fast Tennessee, to Gallatin, Franklin, 
li .wliug Cireen, etc. The first case iu 
central Kentucky was that of a negro 
laborer at Muldrough's Hill, on the 
Cumberland and Ohio railroad, who 
came from a construction party on a 
road in Tennessee.

While her 



Agricultural Facts and Figures. 

Hon. Samuel B. Haggles, of New 
York, a most reliable and laborious 
statistician, at a late meeting of the 

the following condensed facts relutinf; 
to the agricul ure of the Unitetl States: 
. The agriculture of the American 
Union is the broad and enduring basis 
of its national strength. 

Its agricultural population of 5,922,- 
-171 in 1870, had createel and acquired a 
property in agricultural wealth vilned 
at $11,124,558,747, showing an average 
value cf SI, 878 per head, yielding a net 
income of 8360. jm 

Every million added to the agricul- 
tural population will, consequently, 
add at least 81,878,000,000 to the na- 
tional wealth. 

The present yearly incr< ase in this 
population being 882,432, an atlditional 
million will be gained every thirteen 
years. 

Theso additional millions frill be 
urgently needed and can be readily sup- 
plied by Europe from time to time and 
from age to age, to enable the American 
Union to produce and export the veget- 
able and animal products to feed, and 
the cotton to clothe thd large and btead- 
iacreasiug population ot Europe. 

The ten interior states north oi the 
Ohio river, and on the uppei lakes and 
upper Mississippi and Missouri, pro- 
duced in the year 1870, 812,151,925 bush- 
els of cereals, weighing more than 21,- 
000,000 tons, nveurdnp is. By the 
close of the present century, twenty- 
six years hence, these states will prob- 
ably produce 50,000,000 of tons. . 

It has now become a matter of vital 
interest, not only to the American Union, 
but to the common civilization and wel- 
fare of the world, to improve to the ut- 
most all the waterways, natural ami 
artificial, affording cheap transportation 
ftom the immense interior of North 
Ame-ritato the ocean.

Kcepinc Smoked Meats in Summer. 



There are various plans and devices 
for ke> ping smoked meats for summer 
use from the attacks of flies and beetles 
which infest hams, smoked beef, etc., if 
left where they may have acoess to them. 
Among the more common is wrapping 
each piece separately in strong brown 
pape-r and then packing in bands tilled 
iu, about the packages, with ashes or 
other absorbent material. 

Another pTan is to place the pieees in 
sacks well surrounded with cut hay, or 
in tight barrels, with cut hay or straw 
closely pressed around the pieces. By 
this latter plan, however, the meat it apt 
to mold.

The l>est, and in the end cl 
way to preserve meat is to have a 
house built in such a manner tha 
it is tight and dark, it shall, at t) 
time, bo well yentilated. All 
necessary to seenrethis is a chimney on 
top protecteel by blinds so that the rays 
of light cannot enter, while at the bot- 
tom is a tube connecting with the outer 
air. In such a smokediouse you may 
keep meat indefinitely by occasionally 
causing a smoke during summer. If 
the meat has been properly cured, it 
will keep sweet. If the insects cannot 
get access to the place where it is kept, 
they cannot lay their eggs therein aud 
consequently there caunot bo either 
skippers or beetles or their larvie. 

The sitiok- -house may be used for a I 
variety of purposes when not tilled with ! 
meat. The first f«>nr feet should always I 
be built of brick, both as a protection 
against fire and as affording a most con- 
venient receptacle for ashes, in all dis- ! 
tricts where wood is burned for fuel. If I 
our readers have no permanent smoke- | 
house yet built in which to keep their 
meat, we advise them to build one with- 
out ilelay. Where farmers depend so 
much, as they necessarily must in the 
country iu summer, on preserved meats, 
they should have a proper place to keep 
it safe from insect enemies. — Western 
Rural.

?88flices. ]U^^^^ff^ 7 thus became 
assessors as well as collectors they were 
invested with a degree of power which 
they very frequently abused to the gross 
oppression of the people. Inconsequence 
the subortlinate class of publicans ev- 
erywhere became exceedingly .odious. 
Theocritus, a Greek poet, being asked 
which was the most cruel of beasts, 
replied, " Of the beasts of the wilder- 
ness the bear and the lion, and of the 
city the publican anel the parasite." 
But this class of publicans, oelious 
even among the Roman citizens, were 
especially 8 o to the Jews. They re- 
garded the tribute which they paid to 
Rome as unlawful and oppressive. 
When a Jew, therefore, became a pub- 
lican, he was regarded by his country- 
men not only an extortioner and a plun 
derer, but also a traitor to his country 
and hie religion. He was looked upon 
with the last degree of contempt He 
was not permitted to ent r the temple 
of the synagogues, to join in the public 
prayers, or to give testimony in a court of 
justice. Thisjtstimateof their character 
seems to have been accepted by our 
Lord when he said of him who refused 
to submit to the discipline of the 
church : " Let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a publican." — Matt, 
xviii. 17. 



POISONOUS PLANTS. 

How to Ou.rd Ag. ln . t ,„„ Danger, or 
the VYooda an.l Klclda. 

At this season of the year great num- 
bers of people indulge in a vast deal of 
sentiment about rambles in the woods 
rocky glens, purling brooks, and simi' 
lar adj nncts of rural life. These are all 
very well in their way, but they have 
some very disagreeable accompaniments 
Snakes, toads, wasps, hornets, ants, 
ticks, beetles, and such like inhabitants 
of the " leafy woods" are to most per- 
sons great drawbacks to the enjoyments 
of ruralizing. These annoyance*, how- 
ever, are only momentary," and are as 
nothing when compared with the disa- 
greeable and dangerous effects produ- 
ced by some poisonous plants and 
shrubs. 

Of our native poisonous plants one of 
the most annoying and unpleasant in 
its effects is the BhtU toricodendron, 
variously known as poison-vine, poison- 
iv, and poison-oak, although it is not 
related to either the ivy or oak fami- 
lies. There are two varieties of this 
plant, one growing erect as a small 
shrub, from two to five feet high, aud 
the other growing as a vine from eight 
to thirteen feet high, clinging by small 
rootlets to trees, fences, and such 
like objects. Wheu growing as a vine 
it is the A', radicem* e>f some l"tau- 
ists. In both var.eties the haves are 
compound, being divided into small 
leaflets, toothed or lobed in various 
ways on the edges, and somewhat downy 
on "the under side. Those of the erect 
variety are from six to eight inches 
long ; those of the climbing variety 
are from o e-half to two-thirds that 
length. 

This plant should not be confoun- 
ded, as it sometimes is, with the am- 
oelopsis, or Virginia creeper, or Amer- 
ican ivy, -whioh has lurpe Oigitate b avi s, 

that is, five leaflets growing tinger-like 
from the apex of the fexitstalk. 

Another specieB of poisonous rhus is 
/.'. venuata, or poison-sumac, also 
known as poison-edder and swamp-dog- 
wooel, although it iu no respect resem- 
bles either dog-wood or an elder. It 
grows as a shrub or small tree freru ten 
to eighteen feet high, aud generally in- 
habits swaropy or moist places. The 
foliage is light green ; the leaves have 
from seven to thirteen leaflets, anel re- 
semble those' of the ailantus, onljfcon a 
smaller 6cale. To meist persons the 
handling of the poipon vine causes 
swelling of the face and visenlar inflam- 
mation of the skin, especially at the 
joints and between the fingers, accom- 
panied by a very irritating and painful 
itching, "which continues for two or 
lhre;e weeks. The poisoning power 
ef the plant appears to be .very much 
inte-nsified by moisture, as when the 
dew is on it, or when the leaves are 
wet with rain. Persons who, when the 
leaves are dry, cau handle the plant 
with comparative impunity, are quite- 
susceptible to the poison wheu 
the leaves are moist. Wc have 
known persons |>oisoned by it 
through having the smoke of the burn- 
ing stems attached to firevwejod come in 
contact with the face-. The beat remedy 
to relieve the swelling is a solution ot 
sugar of lead in water, applied as a so- 
lution to the parts affected ; peirmanga- I 
nate of potash is also used for the^same 
purpose. To re'lievt the itching and 
vesicular inflammation rye flour toasted 
over the fire iu a pan clean of grease j 
uutil the color of roasted coffee, aud 
dusted on the affected parts, is a very j 
useful remedy. In no case should any 
greasy or oily ointment or application j 
l>e made, as it only aggravates the 
symptoms. A cooling aperient drink 
taken occasionally is of great assistance. 
Homeopathic physicians prescril>e 
"rhus," and in internal poisoning we 
have found relief from it. 

What la known among botanists as 
the family of Umbellty r.r , or the par- 
sley family, contains a large number of 
dangerously poisonous plants. Among 
the native genera growing in wood * an.l 
fields which are especially to be avoided 
as articles of diet, and uot even to be 
placed in the mouth, are the wild car- 
red, wild parsnip, cow-parsnip, cow- 
bane, hemlock-pursh'y, fool's-paisley, 

waUr-lii-mlork (lilt.- roots of whie-li are » 

deaelly poison), water-parsnip, and jwi- 
sou hemlock talso a virulent poison). 
Every season the newspapers contain 
accounts of persons being poisoned and 
tlying from usiug one or other of these 
plants either intentionally as vegetable s, 
mistaking them for the cultivated repre- 
sentatives of the family, or from ignor- 
antly eating the lsaves or roots. Some 
are H6ed as medicines both by the regu- 
lar faculty aud in domestic prescrip- 
tions, but they should never be em 
ployed unless prescribed by a regular 
physiciau. We would advise our read- 
ers" to let any plant they may find iu a 
wild state that resembles any of the 
vegetables above meutioued severely 
alone. 

Sometimes chilelrem are poisoned or 
injured by attempting to eat the root of 
th- Anna, commonly known as Indian 
turnip, .Tsek-iu-a-box, wake-robin, Jack- 
in-a-pnlpit, green-dragon, dragon-r >ot. 
and various other names. This is also 
a distinctly marked botanical oreler, of 
which tHe "well-known ealla lily may be 
taken as a familiar example. The root 
of the Im ian turnip has an intensely 
acrid juice, causing, when chewed, great 
irritation of the throat, aud sometimes 
blistering the tongue .and mouth, and 
producing trouble-some swelling of the 
fauces. Many of the family produce 
showy-coloreel berries, but they should 
never be eaten, as nearly the whole or- 
der are suspicious or dangerous when 
taken internally. 

The roo*, leaves ami berries of the 
Phytolacca, commonly kuowu as poke 
weed, scoke and garge t, are poisonous ; 
the young stout shoots are sometimes 
eaten boiled as asparagus, the boiling 
appearing to destroy the poisonous 
qualitv, or perhaps it may not be devel- 
oped in the vonng state of the plant. 
When older i"t is certainly poisonous. 

The Sa'anum, or potato family, 
like the I mbrllifrrar, contain?! sev- 
eral species that are cultivated as veg- 
etables, such as the potato, the egg- 
plant, the tomato, and peppers, but also 
contains many species that are suspi- 
cious or decidedly poisonous, the ber- 
ries of some of them being showy and 
tempting to children. The whole or 
der is dangerous, as in many of them

Children sometimes also eat the ber- 
ries of the lihamnu* or buckthorn, 
which is a violent and drastic purgative, 
frequently producing dangerous symp- 
toms. 

The only safe way to avoid unpleas- 
ant or dangerous effects is. to scrupu- 
lously refrain from handling or chewing 
any plant, or any part of it, unless the 
plant is well known to you, and known 
to be innoxous.

A Kentucky correspondent of the 
Southern Agriculturist writes : While 
I think there is no prass equal to blue 
grass, yet I like orchard grass in some 
respects better than blue grass. In the 
first place, you can graze it two weeks 
earlier in the. spring, which is a very 
decidedaadvantage over blue grass. If 
you graze properly, its fattening qual- 
ities are equal, if not superior, to thot-e 
of the blue grass. In the next place, 
if yon have a good stand, it affords as 
much, if not more, grazing to the acre 
than blue grass. Again, I have seen 
blue and orchard grass in the same 
field or pasture, growing side by 6ide ; 
a drouth of some four or five weeks 
wonld cause the blue grass to become 
tlry enough to burn, while the orchard 
grass will bo green and luxuriant, com- 
paratively speaking. This is another 
very great aeivantage over blue grass.
